Pient of the Hoppo’s cruisers;—or-to 
bear any responsibility ‘on their ac- 
count. ‘Though there possibly may 
be some truth im this rumour, we 
are, in @ position’ to state from 
the highest Chinese authoritics, 
that it was decided some two years 
ago to dispense with the assistance 
of the English officers, and to re- 
organise the whole Canton Revenue 
Service under native direction. Mr. 
Hart’s reported’ action, therefore, 
can only have hastened a change 
which had already been resolved on, 
and which under the present Com- 
‘ missioner was inevitable. , 

The idea of the Chinese Mandarins 
in the Canton Customs Service, to 
substitute for large and comparative- 
_ ly useless vessels like the Peng-chou- 
hai and Shéu-ehi, which have been 
“maintained at a heavy cost, a smaller 
type of vessel, of a class similar to 
the gunboat recently built at 
Kowloon Docks by the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company, Li- 
imited (which may be seer in’ the 
harbour any day), is unquestionably 
based: on practical principles. A 
ficct of small steamers of light draft, 
armed with two or three improved 
Armstrongs and a Gatling, and cap- 
able of steaming ten or eleven knots 
an hour, ‘supplemented with a num- 
ber of powerful steam launches armed 
and equipped according to their 
respective dimensions, would prove 
decidedly more economical and in- 
finitely more effective in making 
captures, and repressing smuggling, 
than has béen the case with the two 
large vessels above mentioned. The 
Peng-chou-hai is undoubtedly a fine 
vessel, and besides being heavily 
‘armed with Armstrong guns of an 
excellent type, she has the advantage 
of possessing ‘great steaming power, 
her rate of progression, it is said, 
exceeding 12 knots per hour. Al. 
though with far too heavy a draft of 
water for chasing smuggling Junks up 
the shallow crecks of the Canton and 
West rivers, or among the rocky 
inlets of. the districts surrounding — 


few weeks, must liave come upon Gov- 
srnor Graga’ and his advisers in the 
light of a genuine surprise, It is 
currently roported that the original 
purchasers of the monopoly have in- 
itiated proceedings against the Macao 
Governmont for breach of contract ;
